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CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 



SiU7 Spooch, of a Srit 

Afr. Slmkeapenre moved a resolution 
docluring it lixpedient to oimct a la*' 
similar in princiiile to the law now in 
force in Aiiatrftlia, ami entitled, "Tlje 
Inikix of t.'liiiie.so Uestriction Act, 
1881." In doing so, be ex[)ressed re- 
gret that the circuni.stances.in existence 
in British Columbia made it' necessary 
to eimctjtsa,! law for the protection of 
the pebpla-'iigainst the encroachment of 
Chinese imuiigrHtion. The nece.ssity 
for such legislation, however, wa.s ur- 
gent, and the Lcgialativo A.s8fuil)ly of 
the province had repeatedly petitioned 
the Government to take some steps to 
to mitigate the intolerable vtuischief 
wliicL'the Chinese are causing in that 
country. The question had oftwi heen 
dtscuiiSPd at public meeting.s, and so 
united w.-ie the people on this question 
that n!) candidate for Parliament 
would Ji;u e a chance of |eleciiion if he 
expressed any dissent frpni the general 
feeling. The people ofJ British dolum- 
bia wore opposed to the iramicration 
of Chinese, because they came as slaves 
and were treated as slaves \yhilB they 
remained there. When a ship arrived 
at Victoria with several hundred Chi- 
nese inimigrantfi, they were taken in 
charge by local Chiifiose bosses, to whom 
they ,wero consigned, and they were 
afterwards disposed of in lots by auc- 
tion to employers of labor. Their wo- 
men wore also imported for base pur- 
poses, with the result of contaminatihg 
the public morals. He was farther op- 
jiosed to the influx of the Chinese be- 
cause it wa.s found impossible tocompete 
with them in industrial labor. In 
California tho white men were compel- 
led to leave the country, owing to this 
competition. An authority on this 
subject had stated that a Chinamaii 
would live where a white man would 
starve. Then so soon as the white man 
was driven out, the Chinaman demand- 
ed a higher rate of wages. Another 
objection^ fb the immigration of these 
])eople was that they took their earn- 
ings with them out of the country. 
A short time ago a ship left V'ictoria 
with 5000 Chinese on board who were 
returning to their native land. On 
making enquiry, ho ascertained that 
these men cirried away with them not. 
leas than .$500,000. This existed to 
such an extent that it was found that 
fully one-half of the total earnings 
from labor in' . this province were car- 
ried out of it in this way. At present 
there were ujiwards of 13,000 Chinese 
in British Columbia, and they weie 
coining in such large numbers that they 
would soon outnumber the white popu- 
lation. Nor would they be restricted 
to British Cokiinlda ilone,- but with 
the cOEspletion of tho Canada Pacific 
jailwayrffcliiey -ivvoiUd; ifotne easterly, and 
the older provinces will be overrun 
with slave labor. There was a time 
when the Chinese question was dis- 
cussed only by workingmen, as it alTeot' 
ed them alone, but to-day it was at- 
tracting the serious attention of the 
inaiui£&&tuj;er?, ,>vii.o were, in conse- 
quence of the competition of cheap 
Chinese labor, being underbid liy China- 
men in their business. In British Co- 
lumbia Chinese manufacturers wort! 
driving white manufactnrer.s out, and 
the smme would be the case in Ontario 
and Quebec wlion the Celestials began 
to take possession of this portion of 
Uomihion. Nqc was tb'e introduction 
of Chinese labor an advantage from any 
point of view. These men never be- 
came •citizens. They cared nothing 
for the country, and would be subject 
to no laws. The sanitary niea.sures 
passed .by. Briti.sh Columbia to keep 
thcra in oiieck and .secure cleanliness 
liad hseii a dead letter. In fact the 
Chinese were a source of expense to 
the authoritie.s, and they positively re- 
fused to pay taxes, So disgusted 
were the British Columbians with theiu 
that measures had been adopted to pre- 
vent' their employment upon any pro- 
vincial or municipal public works. 
But that had not checked their immi- 
gration. On the contrary, owing to 
ihe exclusion of Chinamen from Cali- 
fornia, British Columbia had, during 
the j)ast year, been the dumping ground 
for the refpae of China on thi.s conti- 
nent. Already there were 14,000 
ChipBWBB ,,ift the piovipco.. JJo did 
}iDt;,-p'?bpo^e '.to lR,Wrfere with those. 
He did propose, however, that Parlia- 
ment. jshculd check the striam of immi- 
<;ration'' which was ■ directed to this 
Dominion, and which landed at Vic- 
toria, daring last summer, no less than 
eight thou^l'J ^ftin^tttben. In his 
opinion, it wbiilH be well to adopt a 



a restrielivo measure similar to that 
adopted.' in " A^atrilia. "The 'inain "fea- 
tures of/theiAuptralian law were that 
every captafn of a vessel should, on ar- 
rival in port, deliver to the (,'ollector 
of Customs a list of tho names of all 
his pas.sengors, and that only one 
Chiuaraan should be allowed to arrive 
in por.tiS^r every hundred tons of the 
registered tonnage of the vesstil. The 
restrictions, however, did not a])ply to 
Chinamen who were British subjects 
or to Cliiuaiiien who were on special 
mission.s. A .similar niea.sure should 
be adoiited here. At all events, it 
was the duty of the House to wij-e 
out the blight hanging o vw'lire coun try 
in the shape of Chinese immigration, 
and to make an effort to keep out of 
the land the people who, unlike wliite 
men, would not beeouio Canadians, 
woultl not build up the country, and 
would not contribute to our pul)lic in- 
stitutions or to our churches. 

Mr. Baker regretted that the mea 
sure passed t wo years ago by the l.i>gi.s 
lature of British Columbia, imiiosing a 
tax of $r)0 a head on each Chinese im- 
migrant, was disallowed by the Do 
minion., Governnieni.w.ul33ider/e3dsting 
circumstances, ho believed a restriction 
ought to be made, limiting the immi- 
gration to a certain number required 
for domestic purposes. Jle doubted 
the statement made by the mover of 
the resolution, that Chinese immigrants 
were sold asslawea The present'.nuin- 
ber of Chinese' and liidians combined 
exceeded the white population, and 
the former were increasing rapidly. 
He expre.ssed himself as fully in ae 
cordaiice with the mover of the re.solu- 
tion in the main portion of his speech, 
and hoped a measiire . would be passed 
during the jiresent session to restrict 
the iiillux of Cliine.se. 

31 r. Sliukespeari) stated that from 
his experience as an oflic'al euunierati r 
he knew that Chinese iiiiiiiigrants were 
sold to employers of labor, whom they 
were bound to aei've for a'certain'num- 
ber of yea rs. [' ■ i 

Mr. CJilmor, who was rcc^ived^wi^h 
applause by the Opposition iriembers, 
said it seemed to him that tho only 
objection the British Columbians could 
oSer to the Chinese was that their la- 
bor was cheap. It seemed that the 
peo[)le of the Pacilic coast did not 
want cheap labor, but before they 
drove it away the Canadians at this 
end o£;the' continent had somethmg to 
say regardlhp; it. Wo aro-we're'-now 
spending a hundred millions of dollars 
with a view to getting a transconti- 
nental railway. He undertook to say 
that if there was any dangerous work 
on tho railway the Chinamen wt.-re do- 
ing it, (Opji^sition applause.) Cana- 
da moreover was half the continent of 
America. It was a broad, expansive, 
undevelopeil litnd, and what it wanted 
was labor, and cheap labor at that, to 
make it productive, and to bring it un- 
der cultivuiion. Ho had not heard a 
word from the introducer of- .the tno 
tion to show that Chinamen could not 
do that work, but only that it would 
be a bad thing to get them to do it. 
It did nob cost Canada millions to 
bring in these Cliinainon. ((Opposition 
applause.) No, they came at their 
own expense, and when thpy arrived 
here they could work cheaply, for they 
could live on twenty-five cents a day, 
while white men could not live on less 
than a dollar. (Renewed Opposition 
applause.) Was there anything wrong 
in living .so cheaply 1 As they worked 
for little money did not the- country 
get the beneQt of their cheap labor? 
What crime was there in ekting" rice ? 
(Opposition applause.) What crime 
was there in sleeping on a board ? Tlit> 
Chinese wore disci])le.s of Confucius, 
hut they were not destitute of ability I 
or invention. They invented the 
mariner's conipa.ss, the printing jiress ' 
and gunpc!w;d|!r . before.. th.ei .Europeans } 
knew the use of these articles. If ab- I 
sorbed into Canada, they would im- 
prove rather than go backwards, and I 
beconie (Jhristians 'ind Canadians ra- | 
iher than remain fo!loM-ers of Confu- ' 
ciu.s. It had been stated that Chinese 
wonien were iinporteil for hasje pur- 
poses. Well, it took two to niake a 
bargain, and if these women were sold 
for base purposes tlioy were sold to 
Cliri.stians who were ba.ser than them 
selves. They were sold to corrupt 
Christians, to corruj)t British Colum- 
bians. ((Opposition applause.) 

Mr. Shalri^spcare — The Chinese wo 
men arc sold to Chinamen, not to 
white people. 

Mr. Gillmor, said it was not necessary 
to bring- them all the way to IJritish Co- 
lumbia to aell them to Chinaiuou. In his 
opinion ihey must be brought tlioro tu be 
sold to white men. He held that tho in- 
troduction of ^ the Ghi.nose had . been a 
great adviiitagCto thefc|>^ntr|;, as jit'had 
helped tho coiutruotion of the Pacific rail- 
way. True, the presence of those inuii 
interfered with white libor, there wore 
other fiel » into which wliito men could 
turn their energies. There were millions 
of acres nf land for white men to cultivate 
when Chinamen entered into oompotition 
with them in other branches.. Certainly 
in view of this it could be no injury tu 
Canada to have a cluss of cheap working 
Ohii}iimeii in tlic country, to work as do- 
incatic sorva-uts- ; and to labor in various 
bi-ancjiea, of;il][^«stjyi It was complained 
that tliBSQi" inep^ took money out of tho 
country, and that one ship took to China 
last year no less thau half a million dol- 
lars, and why should uot thoy leave, see- 
ing that thoy wore treated so b.idly on tho 
Pacific coast. If thoy wore treated woU 
and ?Qt.a^ goodioxainpleii, they...W9uld^bo- 
com« goo^ ci^izelis-'and'a^obll'thfescustoma

policy to prevent them from coming here. 
Thoy niado j^ood servants, and could work 
well inuianufacturiiig ostabliahinontH. Tho 
hon, gontloman who introduced the mo- 
tion ooniplained that Chinamon manu- 
factured more cheajily than tho white 
men. That indeed was eharijed as a crime 
against them. Ho (Mr. Oilmor) thought 
it was an advaiit.ago to liavo .such . nieu 
here, to inauufacturo cheaply and to teacli 
our ciwii workingmon somothinr;, (Oppo- 
sition ohoer.s .) Thoy were better workera 
than the Indiana, and could work about 
as well as the whitci luen. It coulil not 
hurt U.S to have oiiuai) labor. In fact, the 
more of it that came into liritish Colum- 
bia the bettor. If it could not get em- 
ployment in that woHteru |irovineo it 
would come east. And if it came hero, 
it would do <;ood ami not liarui. (Oppo- 
sition applause.) 

JMr. Cordon said there wore other views 
to lio taken i>r this auhjeot than the mere 
(piustioii of chca]) !;d)ur. There was the 
im|-.ortinit ipie.sticn of citizenship to Iv 
taken into i'fiii:(iili'iMli()ii. In Califoiiiia 
it wa.s found at uiii' time tliat ChinanuMi 
cuinprised oiie-si.'cth of the total popula- 
tion, wliihi they only contributed one dol 
lar in every four hundred of the country's 
taxes. He was 8tn'|)risiHl U> hear the him. 
.Hi'iiilemaii iippo.site e.\proH.i liiiiiself in 
favor of uiu'cstricf ed Chinese immigration, 
and ho felt sure that if ho had been an eye 
witness of its eti'ects he would have a con 
trary opinion.. If the hon , gentleman had 
been a resideiTt of iJritiBhV Golupibia ho 
would have seen that there was no aasinu- 
lation of tho Chinese to our institutions 
He would h.ivo seen that they wore the 
same ;,'.irl), made of material manufac 
turod and luado up in China, and that 
under the very shadows of Christian 
churches there existed tho lowest dons of 
infamy aud vice* The hon. gentleman 
could not resist tho temptation to make a 
thrust at British Columbia on account of 
the expense of building the Canada Pacific 
railway. That great work, however, was 
not under; akon solely in the interest of 
British Columbia, but was part of a 
scheme .^or the consolidation of the Do- 
minion. '(A'pplause). There was no doubt 
that Chinese immigiaiita were snljjocted 
to a spocie.^ of slavery, thu exact nature 
of wiiich no ingenuity could discover or 
prevent. 'I'lio people of British Columbia 
looked to this parliament and to tho right 
hon. gentlemhn at tho head of the gov- 
ernment i' take some steps to secure to 
them prot ition from this immigration. 

Mr, Fi'ster said tho fact that the local 
assombly of British Columbia and ropro- 
sentatives iu tho federal parliament wore 
unanimous in asking for this restriction 
was an evidence that some grievance ex- 
isted. There were precedents jor such a 
course in tho faot that restrictive legisla- 
tion had; been- passed by. thu Australian 
Colonies and by the govornmBiit of the 
United States, Hut although there 
miirht be fjriovanccis, it was quite possible 
that no one of the measures proposed by 
tho,se who favored tho rnsolntiou was tho 
pr iper policy to adopt. The house should 
romomlior that it w.-is legislating in the 
light cif day, and for tlie wholo Dominion, 
and if thoy adupied this policy tho Aci 
would become history. Wliat Canada 
wanted was development, and he thought 
the question resolved itself largely hito 
one of innnigtwtion and tho kind of immi- 
grants required. There wore immenso 
agricultural and mineral resources of ttio 
country awaiting the application of labor 
and capital to develop them. With this 
in view, if it coidd be proved that China- 
men as a elas.s were undeairable, thoy 
should bo kept out. The conclusion ar- 
rived at by a eommittee 'appointed' from 
tho TJnited States Congreas and Senate 
to examine the question was that tho 
Chinese were laboriinis, intollit,'ent, indus- 
trious and honest, and that they wero not 
more immoral than other classes of tho 
community. It was shown there, too, 
that tho proportion of orimo among Chi- 
namon was infinitely loss than amonit the 
white population. In view of thoso facts 
he did not think it was proper for tho 
horse to raise a Chinese wall of exclusion, 
and to H.iy (hat any sober, intelligent and 
industrious class should not come into tho 
country. There might be some other 
way of migitariuir this evil, by tho inter- 
vention of the local parliament, by pre- 
cluding; mure than a certain number from 
occupying a ',,'iven area, and by the adop- 
tion of vig(]rous .sanitary measures. He 
believed if internal uioasuros of this kind 
were ad.opled, aided, if necessary, by the 
Dominioa, they would have the desired 
result. 

Mr. (J. H. Topper differed .from tho 
last speaker. Ho believed that if tho 
question was brnnght l.'oino to tho people 
of the eastern provinces, they would de- 
mand tliat this immigration would be re- 
stricted or prohibited. Ho thought the 
question deserved most careful consider- 
ation, in viow of the unanimoas feeling 
which prevailed ill liritish Columbia in 
regard to it. 

Mr. liykert moved tho adjonrnmont of 
the debate. Carried .

That Eoat abominable sheet, the Fia- 
thin}:*r, published in London, was tried 
last month nnd conviuted of using blas- 
phemous lib.'l. In its Christmas number 
appeared sc.. imI matters of tho most out- 
rageous chaij tcr, and in addition to tho 
letter-proB.s li.ere wore ilhiatratiuns. Be- 
neath one iliii itration, which was entitled 
"Mosea Geiung a Back View," there ap 
peared what purpuried to be a quotation 
from the thirty-third chapter of Exodus, 
and there were a scries of pictures, which 
were described a-i a "New Life uf Chri.'i ." 
in which the Saviour wa.i held up t" nW- 
icule. Tho "Enjjli.sii Society for ihn 
Suppressionjof Blasphomou.s Litoraturo" 
instituted procpodiiiga agatnat tho parties 
concerned in the libel, and on tho tirst 
tri.al the jury failed to agroo, but under 
the rulinga of tho court, Judge North, 
the dcfendanta wore convicted on tlie 
second. William 1< amaay, tho owner 
of the FreitJiinker, was aonteiicod to nine 
months; Flonry .\ . ICenip, who sold the 
papers, received three months; and iJco. 
Wm. Foote, who wroto tho articlea com- 
plained of, was sentenced to twelve 
months' imprisonniejit, with hard labor. 
Foote addroasod tlio jury in his own be- 
half, speaking for several hours, and he 
fortiCed himself witli numerous iis.saulta 
upon tho doctrines of Christianity in the 
works of such writers as .John .Stuart 
Mill, James IMill, .Sholle.y, Byron, llu-x- 
ley, Matthew Arnold, Visc<junt Amberley 
and Herbert Spencer, who had never 
been prosecuted, though as guilty of 
blasphemy as he. In coiielusioii, he 
made a strong appeal to tho jury to 
"olpsQjthis disreputable chapter in Eng- 
listf history, once for all, and not allow 
tho serpent of tolif;ious persecution, 
which had lain ilnrinant for fifty yearn, 
to again raise its head." The court in 
summing up tho case dofinod tho legal 
meaning of blasphemy as hoinj,' "any 
contumelious reproacli or profane ncofl'. 
ing againat tho Chri.stian roligion or the 
Holy Scriptu rea, and any act, o^poaiiig 
the Holy Scriptures and tlie Christian re- 
ligion t-o ridicule, contempt or derision," 
though this is a narrowing down of Uie 
old law, which, according to the Eni^lish 
authorities, would render liable to pun- 
ishment any speculations tending to 
overthrow the accepted doctrines of 
Christianity, that cast any doubt upon 
the inspiration or authenticity of the 
Scriptures. Evidently, however, this 
wider scope of the law could not now be 
entertained without involving a largo and 
goodly company of very eminent people 
and without raising a hue and cry of per- 
secution that would at once tiniuil the 
Jaw itself. Tho moaning of tho law in 
it} restricted sense was .suflicient to con- 
vict tho dofondaiita. Indeed, tinder the 
law the jury had no other alternative 
than jtp.,;find them guilty. The scene 
which ensued after the jury returned its 
verdict was a remarkable one, and when 
tho judge pronounced tho cstraordinarily 
severe sentence on Foote tiie scone was 
|pne seldom witnessed in a court. A per- 
jjfect,,.. storm of hissing, minglod- with 
various others cries, burst forth. This 
was kep£ tip for some time, until the de- 
fendant Foote raised his hand as though 
to quell tho tumult. Addressing his 
Lordship, ho naid, with great delibera- 
tion: "My Lord, I thank you — it in 
.worthy of your creed." Upmi that the 
tumult was renewed, tho h'ssing being 
taken up by various sympathizers who 
had obtained admittance to the b^dy of 
the court. Loud ironical cries of "Chri-st- 
ia.n.i Christian I" rent tho air, and were 
re-echoed by the large crowd which had 
. assembled within tho precincts of (hu 
«oiirtr> '"Since the conclusion of the trial 
a vary acrimonious discussion has aris'jn 
in the English papf.r.i, some of them 
cominenting very freely upon tlio undue 
severity of Foote'a Eontenco. Tho 
Times it.iclf coinincuds it, but most of 
the other papers are of the opinion that 
the court was not actuated by tho legal 
bearings of th'6 case," but by a theological 
prejudice which should not have engaged 
■ in a judicial decision.

A large number of membcra of both 
houses of i)arliamoiit inspected the build- 
ings of the great international liahorioa 
exhibition, to bo opened by tho Queen on 
tho I2th of Slay. The visit was iii res- 
ponse to an invitation from Mr. E. Birk- 
beck, M. P., chairman, and the executive 
connnittee. 'I'he works latterly have been 
pushed on almost night and day, extra 
exertions being necessary in consequence 
of the sudden demands made from .Spain 
and llussitt for apace after the original 
plan was determined upon. The build- 
ings, which are soon to bo handed over to 
tho respective commissionora, have now 
individually and collectively assumed de- 
finite form and deaign; :md it is quite 
evident that in the summer time, with 
the abundant green intervals, llower beds 
and foliagcd cliini[is left in the gardens, 
the exhibition must become a very popu- 
lar resort. All the upper end of the nor- 
ticultural gardens, the coimorvatory and 
tho outor terraces, down to the southern 
limits of the ininiiiture lakes, remain as 
they wore.

It \A too sonn to know what par- 
ticular articles will be .sent by the foreign 
e.\.hibitoi'3, but it may bo atated that tlio 
Chinese and Japanese departmenia prom- 
ise to bo exceedingly interesting. The 
Chinaman at homo and abroad takes very 
kindly to tish and fishing. W'c shall not 
be disappointed in expecting a 3p<;ei;il ef- 
fort at the forthcoming exhibition, and 
amongst tho Chinese .shipments i.i a real 
pagoda to l>e erected in tho grounds, and 
a bridge of the willow-pattern -plate order 
to span one. of the ponas. The American 
exhibits are certain to bo worthy uf tho 
lil or.il support given to the scheme by the 
United i^tates government. Both in tho 
.States and in Canada lish culture is an 
advanced science, and we shall have the 
opportnnily of .'■.eeing their methods. 
PVoni the United States coine.s as a cu- 
riosity an an'.^ler'» camp, fully equipped. 
This is an object which will be the esivy 
of the unfortunate Britisher, whose nii- 
cei'tain climate and limited waters are not 
favorable to camping out, and which will 
suggest the glorious solitude -of Thorpau'.s 
free wood.s and lakes.
